Persons authorized 
to provide publie testimony shall not use vulgar, abusive, or otherwise inappropriate language when 
addressing the Board; failure to aet appropriately; failure to speak to an item that is germane to the 
meeting, or failure to adhere to the time requirements may result in expulsion from the meeting and/or 
disqualify the person from providing future testimony.

Cook County Jail or the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center.
